In tho oil flelds around Markhdm,

derrlcks were blown down and wells
were strlpped of their machlnery. Tho
Iron warehouse of tho Markham Mer-
cantlle Company, tho Brown Graln
Company warehouse and tho Enter-
prlso Rcstuurnnt were entirely de¬
molished.

Property Destroyed) CropM Henclltci!.
AUSTl*-*, TEXAS, July 22..Central

and Southern Texas were swopt last
nlght "and to-day by one of tho worst
wlnd and raln storms that has ever
vlsited thls section. Tho wlnd' at
tlmes reached a veloclty of seventy
miles- an hour. Numerous siunll houses
were oyorturived, and ln some instances
tho innmtes wore sllghtly Injured, but
no fatalitlos are reported. Ono of the
city's blg electrlc Ilghtlng tpwers was
blown tlowu, falllng oil :t small houso
and cutting it ln two, Thero wero flve
persons in the houso, None ul iliuin
was ovon bruised.

TAFT SLOWLY BRINGS
ORDER OUT OF CHAOS

Apparently Little Hope for Free Raw Materials, But Har-
monious Settlement of Diffcrences Between Two

Houses is Said to Be Possible Now.
"WASHINGTON, July 22.."Where un-

certainty existed before, President Taft
has apparently brought about a tangl-
blc sltuatlon wlth regard to tho tarlff.
The day was ono of conferences and

concluded wlth a consultatlon at tho
AVhlto House to-nlght, partlcipated ln
hy the President, Senator Aldrich and
Repreronlatlvo Payne, the Chlef Execu¬
tive being then assured that a har-
monlous settlement of the dlfferences
exlstlng between the two branchs of
Congress Its now practlcable.
Tho Senators opposed to the "freo

raw material" program were consulted
to-dny by Senator Aldrich, and a com¬
mltteo represenllng the samo posltlon
on tho House sldo held a conferenco
wlth Chairman Payne. In addltion the
Houso conferees met this afternoon ln
order to have the experts of the Senate
Flnanco Commltteo explaln tho Senate
changes ln the cotton schedulo.

Agalnst Free rtiiw Mntcrlitl.
Senator Aldrich to-day saw as large

number of Senators who are opposed
to froo hides, coal and Iron ore, and
no encouragement was offored for the
placlng of any of those artlcles on the
free list. In fact, were lt possible to
got those Senators to yleld, the sltua¬
tlon ln the House would have to be
dealt wlth.
The tarlff "Insurgents" ln tho lower

branch, who aro opposed to freo raw

matbrlalg met again to-day and adopt¬
ed resolutlons protesting agalnst the
plan.
Representatlve DwIghC, of New York,.

Republican whip of tbo House, con-
l'erred wlth Senator Aldrich late thls
afternoon and informed him that the
antl-froo raw material element In the
House requlred serlous consideratlon.

WASHTNOTON, D. C, July 22..

Congross ls all het up" at tho pro»
pect of a woman membor from Colo¬
rado. Speaker Cannon alono ls undls-
turbed.
.'Whother wo have to cross on a

brldge ln a buggy, an automobllo or

afoot, or whother we have to swlm or
to get over ln an aeroplane, ls unlm-
portant, and we heodn't worry, because
wo don't havo to cross tlio utream untll
we come to lt."
Thus tho Speaker dlsmlsses all

thought of tho comlng to Congress of
Mrs. Sarah Platt Deckor, of Denver,
tho suffragettbs' cholce for electlon to
tho Houso two years hence.
Tho terrlble posslbllitles ©f the ln-

vaslon of women was polnted out to
tho Speaker, but he dechaed to get
frlghtened. He did doploro the effect
on somo of tho younger mombers should
the nomlnees of the suffragottes be
younig brunottes and sweet young
Tltlan blonds. Ho foarod that some
promislng careers mlght be wrecked by
tho dlstractlon of petticoats ln the
House, but for hlmself ho saw no rea¬
son to worry.
Just what a woman comlng to Con-

oro to Ko nt 25 cents per ton nnd cut the
duty on. strticturul steel to '5 or $0 per ton,
whero tt proporly belongK, and tvhore It
would silll furnUh compliito protectlon for
home producers, incasured by tlio Kepubll-
can standard.
"In the lumber schedule, If both rough

nnd dressed lumber ar^ not freo, as thoy
ought to bo, tbo Houso rate of $1 on rough
lurnbiu- should he prcser\-ed, and the dtf-
fcrontlal upon dressed lumber should bo-
gln at 25 cci\js per 1,000, and not go bo-
yond 150 conts por thousand.
"In tho paper schedule the House rate of

$2 per ton on prlnt paper, without tbo pos-
slblllty of lncrcaslng It by a countervalUni*
duty, and freo wood pulp, also protectad
iignlnsi a co-untervalllnu duty, should bo
r'gldly Inslstcd upon.
"In tho cotton schedule tho Senate tn-

creases from beglnning to ona should bo
rcjeeted; and whilo I belleve that thero
should be reductlons In thls schedule, the
people mlght bo willing to stand for tho
Houso rate, barrlne, of course, tho hoslery
lnereases.

Indorsed by Others.
"The woolen schedule, wlth respect to tho

compensatory dutles to manu.acturers, ls
manlfcstly wrong. and the nrtiftclal and nr-
bltrary plan ot estlmatlng the relatlon be¬
tween iinwusbed and scoured wool Is gen¬
erally abtmrd. The wool grower Is sucrl-
tlccd In order to grlve undue protectlon to
tho worstcd wool manufatcurer."
Though Mr. Cummlns expreusly says that

he does not undertake to represent the
vlews ot* tho other "progresslves," It Is
known that most of them had an opportu¬
nity to road ths announcement, and some
of them publlcly stated that lt expreised
tiuii- optnlons.

entrance of tho plant to Jecr at 200
or more men who remained at work.
The guards drew their revolvers nn>t
charged tho mob, flt^ng ln the air.
One of the strlkers was Injured, prob¬
ably fatally.
The shooting stopped hostllltles, but

a few minutes later another rlot oc¬
curred on tho street. The police had
made an arrest and were about to
put their man ln a patrol wagon when
tho strlkers attacked them. In tho
flght. that followed two strlkers were
shot through the legs.
A large number of guards are on

duty at the tannery, and they and the
loyal employes are housed ln the build¬
ing.
To-day's dlsturbance lnterruptcd a

conference, ln whlch negotlatlons for
settlement cf the strlke wero ln prog¬
ress.
The strlke was the outgrowlh of do-

mands made yesterday for the re¬
moval of an objectlonable foroman
and for an Increase of 50 cents a week
In pay. Both concesslons, the tannery
.offlclals say, were agreed to, where-
upon a new demand for $1 a week in¬
crease was mado. This was re-
fused. Nearly all the employes are
Dlthuanlans, Poles or Hungarlans.
